Claims I -3 are allowed as the prior art, in particular Satoh et al. (U.S. Pat. 5,270,885), 
Shepherd et al. (U.S. Pat. 6,061 : 200) ? and Sugiyamaet al. (U.S. Pat. 6,970.320). does not teach 
or suggest the applicant's invention. Claim I teaches a servo track writer, wherein the 
distinguishing elements of the claim teach servo-track writing means includes: means for 
generating, for each track position, track addresses that arc given offset values for the recording 
surfaces: means for generating servo pattern data for the recording surfaces independently on the 
basis of the track addresses: and means for writing the servo pattern data to the respective 
recording surfaces in parallel.
